POMP IN LANGUAGE. 


A Matter of Intemt to WrlUr* >nd Koran 


or Good Literatim. 


People are apt enough to say, "Pomp 


in language U hateftd;;nothing but 
what is simple and unadorned ii toler- 
able," and then to turn from this pro- 
position to instance some passage ot 
English'prose as perfect, in which,the 
writer: can be seen, if we.; lobk below, 
the surface, to have shown the most 
oxtreme |9ol}biturle for getting thatwell 
ordered procession of sound and souse 
which is essential not only to dignified, 
but to all clear and lucid, writing. 
When we say we hate pomp -in writing, 
we really mean bad; pomp, not'good. 
Dr. Johnson is qfferittie extreme in- 
stance of bad pomp in words—of 
pornpansness of language. But if he 
too often fell into the strutting vein so 
inimitably parodied in the "Rejected 
Addresses," ho could also marshal his 
phrases arjd periods with a. rhythm of 
exquisite graqe. There are volumes in 
the style of: "Professions: lavishly ef- 
fused and: parsimoniously verified are 
alike inconsistent with the precepts ol 
innate, rectitude and the practice ol 
external policy; let it not then be 
conjectured that because we are un- 
assuming we are imbeciles; that for- 
bearance is any indication of de- 
spoiidoricy, or humility of demerit." 
(We quote from the pdrpdy, which 
is a. convenient quintessence ;,of Dr. 
Johnson's faults of style.) But there 
are also passages-' like: that which 
closes the ''Life of Miltoni"'or the pref- 
ace to the Dictionary. It is the good, 
not the'bad, pomp of langiiaget^wUen 
Johnson writes as he ;doos of-Alii ton's 
great poems: "His great workS'Mtere, 
perf prrned-nnder discbutitianarjce,and in' 
blindness, but difficulties vanished at 
his touch; he was born for whatever 'is 
arduoiiSi-and his work is not the great- 
est of heroic poems only because it is 
not the-first." In our own day we 
have seen another instance of a-writer 
who, though he had not'sufficient taste 
to prevent him falling Constantly into 
an extremo and, indeed,; ridiculous 
pomposity of the true pomp. Lord 
BcacoiisfieW wrote the passages on the 
moon in "Vivian Grey" and'"Tanci:ed," 
but he also wrote tho impressive trlbutel 
to Lord G-eorgo Bentinck, We roust,, 
however, leave tho 'Subject of the 
charm of pomp in words, with so mucir 
hinted as to the conditions that govern 
it. To pursue it in any sense ade- 
quately would no doubt lead one along 
some of the most delightful patha ol 
English literature, but the subject is 
one which can not properly be ta'cked 
on to the more general view of th« 
charm of the pomp which we have en- 
deavored to set before our readers.— 
Spectator.

poor attending the elementary schools re 
suited in appalling disclosures. Upwar< 
of 4,000 children were suffering the pangs 
of hunger, some of them being on. the 
verge ot starvation. 
A long list of heart 


rending cases came to light, and no doub 
was left that not a few of the unfortunate 
little ones had died of inattention. Theii 
emaciated appearance amply testified t( 
the veracity of the statement, persuasively 
extracted from them, whicli revealed a 
condition of 
hopeless destitution un 


precedented 
in the 
history of the 


capital. This intelligence heralded abroac 
through the local press, at once mad< 
the starving school children the idols o: 
the hour. The children when cross-ex 
amined by a relief committee corroborat- 
ed the evidence already taken. It trans 
pired that their principal food consisted 
of dry bread and a little weak soup or 
coffee. It is quite true that some of them 
affirmed that they were given habitually a 
glass of spirits to stifle the cravings ol 
their appetite, and to keep out the cold 
One boy positively stated that his fathe: 
was a good man, and that when he couli 
not give him anything to eat, he let him 
drink as much gin as he liked, and this 
was why he often 
went 
to schoo 


drunk. 
The parents of these starving 


children are the most partial to their boys 
though they belong tb a less respoctabl 
class. As soon as the worJc of relieving 
of children was taken in hand, subscrip- 
tions were opened in the offices of the met- 
tropohtan press. Seldom has an appeal to 
public charity been more generously anc 
more readily responded to. The poorer 
classes have largely contributed. 
The 


popular newspapers are full of advertise 
ments from people who can not spare 
much money, but who offer to give one or 
two children their daily food. All the 
hotel and lestaurant keepers are feeding 
a certain number of children every dav.

The Old, Old Story of Woman'i

It was only after considerable in- 


quiry that I found a conveyance to 
take me to my destination—the little

1 told him that I should he sorry to
